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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of tlie first paragrapti of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

In claim 18, the closed second end including an aperture is not supported in the 
specification. The invention closure comprises a shell having either a closed 
second end (fig. 3B) or an aperture (figs. 3 C & D). 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 16 is objected to because of the following informalities: "an opening tool" 
should be - the pooling tool Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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5. Claims 9-13 and16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Spelling (1 ,204,712). Spelling discloses, in fig. 1 , a method for sealing a bottle with a 
closure comprising the steps substantially as claimed; wherein the closure comprises a 
shell (L) having an open first end, a closed second end, and inner wall and an outer wall 
forming conical space; a tapered core (J) having an shaped aperture (N) with a key way 
(G); and a pulling tool (E'). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 10-13 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ames (34,227) in view of spelling (1,204,712). 

Ames discloses a bottle closure comprising limitations substantially as claimed, 
except Ames does not disclose the core having a shaped aperture in the first end 
thereof. 

Spelling teaches a bottle closure comprising a core having a shaped aperture in 
the first end thereof. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the bottle closure of Ames with 
aperture in core end, as taught by Spelling, in order to facilitate of removing of 
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the closure from the bottle by engaging a pulling tool with the aperture, and 
pulling the closure out of the bottle opening with the pulling tool. 
The bottle closure of Ames in view of Spelling is capable of performing the step 
as claimed in claims 10-13 and 16-18. 

8. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cros 
(2,940,629). 

Cros discloses, in fig. 2, a bottle closure comprising a shell la having a conical 
space, a tapered core 5a being larger than the shell conical space, the core conical 
surface and the shell inner surface include threads, and the shell including a flange 3. 

Cros further disclose, in fig. 3, the core including an aperture for grasping with an 
opening tool. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having an ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the Cros closure in the fig. 2 with an 
aperture in the end core in order to facilitate of removing of the closure from the 
bottle by engaging an opening tool with the aperture, and removing the closure 
out of the bottle opening with the opening tool. 

9. Claims 5 and 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ames in view of Spelling and further in view of Cross. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the closure of Ames in view of Spelling having the 
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shell Including a flange, as taught by Cross, In order to provide an extra seal for 
the closure with the bottle. 

Response to Argument 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8, 10-14 and 16-18 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
